LONDON, MARCH 17.—Another American ship has been 


wrecked in the North sea, supposedly by a mine. A dispatch from 
Bremen, via Berlin and Amsterdam, says that the American bark 
"Pass of Bulmaha" is reported wrecked near Sylt island. The ves- 
sel was bound from New York to Bremen with a cargo of cotton. 


The foregoing dispatch indicates that the "Pass of Balmaha" 


was considerably out of her course for- Bremen, avS Sylt island is 
northeast of Heligoland.

Working Girl Tells How to Live On 


$6 a Week. 


Albany, N. Y., March 17.—Living 


en ?6 a -week in New York city is a 
simple problem, Miss Dorothy Miller, 
a nineteen-year-old shop girl, told a 
legislative committee that is investi- 
gating t»ie minimum wage proposition. 


If one wants more clothes, she ex- 


plained, it is only necessary to eat 
less food, and if more food is wanted, 
skimp on Ihe clothes allowance. 


Before Miss Miller took the witness 


stand she heard in the senate cham- 
ber the minimum wage proposition 
criticised as unscientific, uneconomic 
and unnecessary. 
She came here at 


tr-e request of the Consumers' league 
of Xew York to relate her personal 
experience as a working girl. 


"Mj story is not based on theory, 


but it is an actual experience," she 
said, "and I don't want you to think 
that I am a pathetic little picture, for 
I represent 4,000 girls who earn no 
more than I do. At one time I did not 
receive ?6. but only $5. I lived at 
home and wrs fortunate in having to 
pay into the house but f 2 50. That 
left me 40 cents a. week to spare after 
I paid my car fare and purchased 
lunches "

CLAYTON LAW IN COURT.

Manufacturers Seek Interpretation of 


Labor Exemption Clause. 


Washington, March 17.—Construc- 


tion of the Clayton anti-trust act, 
passed last October by congress, with 
its labor exemption clauses, 
was 


placed before the supreme court for 
the first time by the filing of a brief 
in the so-called Woodwork Manufac- 
turers' case. 


This suit was begun In the federal 


courts in New York long before the 
passage of the Clayton act, but flow 
it is claimed that the new statute is 
retroactive and applies to all cases 
pending at the time of its passage, 
whether in the trial court or appellate 
tribunals. 


The case is one fn which open-shop 


woodwork manufacturers throughout 
the country are seeking to enjoin cer- 
tain Xew York'memberfr of the'Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and union shop 
manufacturers from carrying out an 
alleged conspiracy to destroy the 
trade of tne onon shop msirufaeturerfc; 


The New York court denied relief 


under the Sherman law. Attorneys 
for the open-shop manufacturers con- 
tend, however, that the Cla.vton law 
gives them a right to an injunction in 
tpeciflc words. They urge that labor 
unions are not exempted from the 
penalties for acts made Illegal under 
the Snerraan anti-trust law or any 
ether law, and quote statements by 
those in charge of the legislation id 
the house and senate to prove the in- 
tention Of congress.
